Navy. Technical personnel employed are both civilian and Yugoslav Navy 
engineers, and consist of about 50 to 60 men. The permanent mmber of 
workers stands at between 1,50 and 500, in addition to a considerable 
number of sailors. All workers are subject to military regulations. 


2. The arsenal is currently undergoing repairs and will be enlarged. 
Currently, one front (sic) brigade and two military workers! battalions 
are employed in this job. 


3. Work, which is carried out in three eight-hour shifts, primarily consists 


of ship repairs and the mounting of weapons on new vessele constructed 
in Yugoslavia. 
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
